As We See It: 


Skyline Parkway Plan 
Metits Careful Study 


Development of Skyline boulevard as a national park- 
way was given impetus recently when supervisors of four 
counties met in San Mateo to sign a contract with a Mill- 
brae engineering firm for a study of the project. 

It’s about time something of this sort was done. As the 
years go’by;. pressure to turn the presently lovely and 
relaxing roadway into a high speed express-way, engi- 
neered along the Division of Highway’s favorite “massive 
cut and fill” lines, devoid of the natural beauties the ride 
now possesses, will increase. 

"The proposed parkway, from San Francisco to Santa 
Cruz, will be patterned after the 300-mile Blue Ridge 
Parkway in Virginia and North Carolina. 

The project will be financed by federal road funds. 
Highways are eligible for assistance only if they pass 
through scenic country, follow contours to exploit the 
natural scenic beauties of the countryside, and are reserved 
for use only by automobiles. 

»| Parkways in the past have been peculiar to the east. 
There are none west of the Mississippi river. 

It’s been hinted in previous editorials that we're a 
bit-doubtful of the merits of displacing industries in one 
direction, and residential areas in another, by condemning 
built-up land for freeways and traffic interchanges. This 
only increases the need for more freeways and traffic inter- 
changes. 

The same can be said, of course, for sitting gee 
straightline express-ways through scenic country. 

If the ‘scenery is sufficiently beautiful to attrdct 
enough motorists to make a four or six-lane, straight- 
line. traffic-way nécessary, it canbe expected that the 
motorists will attract businessmen to dccommodate 
them and the “scenic drive” can be expected to_be- 
come. a. high-speed thoroughfare bordered by actess 
roads lined: with businesses. And what then has’ be-- 
come of the scenery past which the motoriing public 
screams at speeds too high for its contemplation? 

Skyline boulevard, as it is today, re represents one of the 
few remaining nearby “scenic drives.” You're not apt. to 
break any speed records driving along it, but you can get 
some marvelous views of the bay area — when the smog 
is’§ too thick-- and» you can contemplate nature. You 
can give yourself considerable practice in identifying trees 
and rocks, if your interests lie in that direction. 

If a parkway classification is what’s needed to keep it 
that way, we're for it.

Police Station Building 
Must Not Be Delayed 


Last week, the architect hired by the city to draw up 
plaps for a new police station for Menlo Park submitted 
his ¥plans. He brought in drawings of a building 71 per 
ceng bigger than the police told the voters they wanted 
an 67 per cent more costly than the voters said they'd pay 
for., 

“Already, a grave effect of this “lack of togethemess” 
relative to the architect and the city’s administration can 
be forseen. The Menlo Park police department will have 
to remain for additional months in its present crowded, 
wholly inadequate quarters while the city council, the 
architect, and the city administrators haggle. 

And somewhere along the Jine, Police Chief George 
Potter states, the congestion is going to affect the efficiency 
of law enforcement. The department isn’t getting any 
smaller; some dispatchers are to be added in the next few 
months. When these new men are stacked in, the present 
potic station will presumably have no less than 32 persons 
orking in and out of it and whether the break in law 
nforcement efficiency occurs with this addition is any- 
hody’s guess. 
Meanwhile, it. should be observed that Police 
’ Chief George Potter originally lioped for a building 
of about 9300 square feet. That's a whale of a big 
building. 

Considering that the police have to work three shifts, 
would appear that they should have adequate room in 

building of the size suggested by Chief Potter; in fact, 

they may rattle around in it for a few years before the 
dity’s inevitable growth results in a bigger department and 
full utilization of space. 
+ Now come the architect's suggestion that the size of 
the building be increased to 15,948 square feet. Whether 
ar not the growth of the city’s police department will in 
fiture years be sufficient to justify this is a good deal more 
speculative than the estimate made by the police chief and 
resoundingly approved by the voters.

Municipal Report: 


Construction of New Railroad 
Crossing Appears Stalled 


Municipal progress has ad- 
vanced in many directions 
during the past few years, but 
one of the city’s most obvious 
deficiencies hasn’t been cor- 
rected. 

The shortcoming is in the 
city’s interior traffic circula- 
tion pattern. Getting from any 
point east to any point west 
of the railroad tracks is as 
tedious as it was 30 years ago, 
and traffic is heavier. 

The solution to the problem 
might be years away but city 
administrators are looking for 
one, at the present time. 

With the resounding de- 

feat, last spring, of a bond 

issue which would have 
financed an underpass con- 
necting Willow road with El 

Camino the problem resolv- 
ed itself into one which, ac- 

cording to City Manager 
John Johnson has two solu- 
tions: 

1. The city can wait until 
the state builds its traffic in- 
terchange designed to connect 
Willow road on the Stanford 
campus with the one in Menlo 
Park. Such a link was okayed

lature. 

2. The city can construct an 
underpass or overpass at 
either Oak Grove avenue or 
Ravenswood avenue. 

Johnson says that Palo 
Alto’s Chamber of Commerce 
plans to campaign for rapid 
action toward construction of 
the “missing link’ between 
Menlo Park and Stanford. 

Menlo Park at present has 
no funds with which to finance 
studies which might be used 
in a local presentation to 
state officials, but he said 
highway department workers 
will work up their own, after 
the state highway commission 
calls for construction anyhow. 

Thus, he said, recommen- 
dations such as the DeLeuw- 
Cather report, co-sponsored 
by the City of Palo Alto and 
showing the traffic inter- 
change to be 90 per cent in 
Menlo Park, will probably 
be in for wholesale rework- 
ing, if in fact they are not 
ignored entirely. 

The city manager also point- 
ed out that, should the high- 
way department’s engineers 
come up with a traffic inter- 
change plan that doesn’t seem 
to be as useful to Menlo Park 
as it might, the city has a de- 
fense. 

The council can refuse to 
agree to close existing streets. 

Concerning the other alter- 
natives, Johnson said they 
were dictated by the firmness 
of the state Public Utilities 
commission. 

The commission for many 
years has refused to allow 
more railroad grade crossings 
to be put in. Thus the present 
congestion on Ravenswood and 
Oak Grove avenues cannot be 
alleviated by construction of 
a crossing, say, opposite Mid- 
dle avenue. 

Whether or not an under- 
pass or overpass is practical 
at either or the latter two 
streets is something else 
again. Both sites are in 
high-values districts and 
cost of land acquisition must 
he expected to be high. 

At present, the city manager 
says, the city doesn’t even 
have funds for a study which 
would tell them which cross- 
ing should be used for what 
improvement. 

Meanwhile, those whose 
business or pleasure’ takes 
them across the railroad 
tracks will have to continue to 
contend with the congestion at 
one of the city’s three existing 
grade crossings.

Edgar Dick, after Dick was 
awakened by some scuffling 
on his lawn at 3 a.m. He look- 
ed out and by the light of the 
full moon and a conveniently- 
situated street light, positively 
identified his visitor. 

Dick, a representative of the 
state cattlemen’s association, 
has said he and his wife stay- 
ed inside, because cattlemen 
have learned that skunks can 
be carriers of rabies. They can

be unpleasant in other ways, 
too, he said, but added that ra- 
bies was his main concern. 

“I think people should re- 
alize that if a dog gets bit- 
ten by a rabid, wild animal, 
it will get the disease, too,” 
he pointed out, “unless it’s 
been vaccinated.” 

Dick, who lives at 66 Yale 
road, surmised that the skunk 
had come from San Francis- 
quito Creek. He added that, 
during the five years he’s liv- 
ed here, he’s never seen any 
raccoons or opossums, which 
are more usual denizens of the 
ereek bank area. 

A spokesman for the San Ma- 
teo County Humane Society 
said that no rabid animals 
have been found in the county 
during the past six years, but 
added that three rabid skunks 
have been found in Santa Clara 
County between Jan. 1 and 
May 1. 

LITTLE THREAT 

“Although most of the cases 
involving rabid wild animals 
have been reported from the 

states’ agricultural areas, there 
is a possibility of rabies among 
wild animals in almost any ar- 
ea,” he said. 

He joined Dick in urging 
that dog-owners have their pets 
vaccinated. 

Dick also said he’s observed 
that there appear to be fewer 
quail fledglings in his area this 
year than last. 

The humane society spokes- 
man said that he knew of no 
reason why this should be so, 
except for possible effects of 
the present dry year and the 
possibility that predatory cats 
may be more numerous. 

“Misguided people some- 
times dump an unwanted cat 
or a litter of kittens along a 
roadside, rather than take 
them to an animal shelter,” he 
pointed out, ‘and it takes a lot 
of birds to feed an adult cat.” 

The spokesman said he was- 
n’t too sure the skunk was ev- 
en a wild animal. 

“In San Mateo we picked up 
about six skunks in the past 
five years, and all were deodor- 
ized;” he explained. “The last 
one we picked up, however, 
was wild.”
